What Are We Trying To Do? 
A 
MERICANS arc searching within themselves for a 
sen.sc of direction. That is why there are dis­ 
agreements and* cross-purpose.* 


Instinct prompts u.« to replace victory in wrar with 
some new purpose worthy o! the powerful society 
that has been developed in thus generous land 
But 
instinct does not guide us to the same purposes. 


Some Americans remain devoted to free enterprise 
and classical liberalism 
Some are eager to make 
giant strides into state socialism Some of us. squeezed 
between extremists, are hopeful of a compromise that 
will leave everybody happy 
and some of the rest of 
us. more positive in our opinions, can find no terms 
of compromise between what we see as right and 
what we see as wrong. 
The search for a sense of direction that will take 
us where we think we want to be leads into many 
conclusions, 
so m e of them 
untenable. 
There 
are 
Americans who would lead their countrymen into 
levolutlon and anarchy, because nothing else appeals 
to them. 
At another conclusion will be found the 
minority whose Inclination is to do nothing at all 
because there is nothing worth doing 
Mixed with 
these are countless small minorities, each with its 
separate aim. 
While the war was being fought, all these groups 
were brought together temporarily under one banner 
—victory 
The United 8 tates, which had muddled 
through the 1930's with no evident sense of purpose, 
other than that of Improvising means of enduring 
the.Great Depression, suddenly was transformed 
With the end of the war, the transformation was 
reversed. Reconversion was only a half-hearted rally­ 
ing cry 
R< conversion to what? And on what terms? 
Under whose authority? To what end? And what is 
to come after reconversion? 


A 
MERICANS do not know collectively what they 
are trying to do 
Individually, their purposes are 
so varied—from buying nylons to reforming whole 
societies, from demobilizing the wartime army to ob­ 
taining security in the postwar world, from holding 
down prices to boosting wages—that no common pat­ 
tern is discernible. 
While it 
made to appear for a time that work 
itself, the mere circumstance of being bqpjfe at good 
wages, was the national purpose, it is now apparent 
that work is only the means of doing something, not 
the real objective. The work performed during the 
war was tolerable because it was the means of win­ 
ning victory; there needs to be some punió se higher 
than the expedient cf being occupied at something 
to make men satisfied, as we discovered during the 
depression when boondoggling and leaf-ruking galled 
the national conscience. 
Even the valid argument that only by full employ­ 
ment at high wages can the nation bear its debt 
burden and satisfy Its pent-up demands for the gad- 
gitry of an Intensely materialized civilization leaves 
a wide margin of doubt. Certainly It fails to satisfy 
those whose Interests lie outside industrialism, in the 
professions, in education, in the arts and amenities 
of civilization and in science. 
These persons, too, 
must be given the benefit of a purpose if their sepa­ 
rate senses of direction are to be contained within a 
harmonious social pattern. 
Perhaps the problem is brought to its sharpest 
focus in the disturbingly frequent admissions of n 
turning veterans taking 
advantage of a generous 
government's educational subsidy that they do not 
know what they want to study. Unless a miracle Is 
forthcoming, thousands of them are certain to be 
disappointed in the next few years as they discover 
that mere exposure to education Is not a guarantee 
of satisfaction. 


T 
HE UNITED STATES is in danger of drifting into 
the same whirlpool of aimlessness that caused it.' 
enemies to believe in 1939 that it was unable to unite 
In any common purpose. The war proved they were 
wrong, as fas as the war was concerned 
But it re­ 
mains to be proved they were wrong as far as the 
next half century or century are concerned. 
The 
truth is that we ourselves regretted our disunity and 
aimlessness before the outbreak of war. Once recon­ 
ciled to the Inevitability of duty, we welcomed n 
chance to prove our critics wrong by making them 
eat their accusation that America was a decadent 
society and, therefore, no match for dynamic societies 
The Job. however. Is only started 
The outcome of 
the war settled nothing but the -military ambitions of 
Germany, Italy and Japan 
It did not permanently 
establish America as the dominant force it deserve-' 
to be in a world hungry for great examples. 
The challenge of decadence can be renewed and 
history tells us it will be renewed if Americans do not 
respond to their great opportunity. We can prove that 
we are capable of working together to build a better 
society than any ever developed before, or we can 
prove that we are incapable of resolving our own in­ 
ternal differences 
Individually and, eventually, collectively. Ameri­ 
cans must decide what they are trying to do.

IRRITATION of the eyes from 
any source is liable to cause ex­ 
cessive watering of the eyes, but 
in some instances there is a lack 
of tears and the eyes become too 
dry. When this dry condition of 
the eyes occurs and is not correct­ 
ed, a condition known as kera­ 
titis sicca may develop. 
The symptoms consist of burn­ 
ing. smarting, 
poor 
vision 
and 
lain when the eyes are exposed to 
light, called photophobit. The dry­ 
ness of the eyes persists for some 
time before this severe condition 
develops. The lining membrane of 
the eyeball becomes reddened and 
looks dry. The treatment consists 
of closing the opening of the duct 
which drains the tears into the 
nose. 
Secretion of Tears 
It has been observed that sleep 
« uses a lessening of the secretion 
of tears. The dry feeling of the 
eyes, which is associated with fa­ 
tigue and sleepiness Is due to a 
leiinite lack of tearing. This is a 
common disorder In older persons. 
About the only treatment avail­ 
able is the use of proper eye drops, 
.vhich the physician will prescribe 
As a result of tilts dryness of the 
eyes which occurs curing sleep, ac- 
utl damage to the cornea, which 


Welcomes British

for it. a careful study by an eye 
specialist is needed to determine 
the cause so that proper treatment 
can be carried out.
